ISSUE. 


S.C.A.A. FINED $10 IN 
TEST CASE. 


“PICKET” DEFINED. 


That o document claimed - by 
officials of the South Chita 
Athlotie Associntion to he an 
announcement of allotment of 
chances in the Derby Sweepstake 
was a lottery ticket witlin the. 
meaning of the Gambling Ordin- 
ance as amended in October last, 
was the judicial ruling made by 
Mr. Schofield when he was called 
upon yesterday afternoon — to 
decide on two summonses taken 
out by the Police authorities 
against an executive official of the 
Association. The Association 
was fined $10. 3 = 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, the Public 

Prosecutor, appeared for tho Police 
authoritics, together with Chief 
Detective Inspector Reynolds (set out 
fn the summonses as the complainant). 
Mr. ©. G. Perduo (Director of 
Criminal Intelligence), and Mr. T. H. 
King (Deputy Inspector General of 
Police). 
. Mr. M. K. Lo appeared for the de- 
fence. there being also present a 
number of officials of the Association. 
including the Chairman (Mr. Luke 
Ol-wan). 

Two summonses were brought 
against Mr, Ho Yun-kwong, in his 
capacity as an Executive OMcer of 
tho Association, these being: 


(a) that on various dates in 
February he wan the person having 
the care and’ manngement of the 
South China Athletic Association, 
social Cluh, on the 7th floor of 
China Building, which premiss 
were used for the purpose of aA 
Jattery contrary to Section 6 of 
Ordinance No. 2 of 1891, and 

(b) that on various dates in 
February, at the South China 
Athletic Ansoclation he printed or 
published, or caused to be printed 
or published, Jottery tickets in 
respect of a Sweepstake for the 
Hongkong Derby Race at the 
Spring Meeting, 1931, contrary to 
“Section 9, of the Gambling, Ordin- 
ance, No. 2, of 1891. 

Mr. Lo, after admitting the collec- 
tlve responabillity of the Executive 
OMicinia of the Association as repre- 
sented by one of their number in the 
proceedings, anked his worship to 
take o plea of “not guilty” to both 
summonses. To save time he raid in 
getting at the rent issue, which was 
to determine whether a certain docu: 
ment to be produced In the case was 
or was not a ticket within the mcan- 
ing of the new Ordinance, he had 
already intimated to the prosecution 
that he was willing to make any 
necessary admissions of facts. 

_Aftor his Worship had decided that 
a certain document to be produced in 
the case was or was not a “ticket,” he 
would address his Worship on the 
question of penalty, if his Worship 
shou'd hold against i'm. He would 
then submit that except that o 
technical breach had been committed 
by failure to apnty for, permin-{u1 
under the now Ordinance, tho Hon. 
Inspector General of Police was 
satisfied with the bona fides of the 
Asrociation,.and had accepted the ex- 
planation that they were under the im- 
pression that the Ordinance passed in 
August constituted permission as to 
Tender any further formal application 
unnecessnry. He understood the 
Police authorities accepted all that, 
and that they were not. to use a 
common parlance, “making a song” 
about it. t 

Trimmed down to its legal tasue, 
the case then became a test cage, an 
it was left to his Worship to give a 
judicial ruling as to whether ijt was 
Q lottery, and if such ‘whether the 
document to be produced was a lottery 
ticket within the meaning of the 
Ordinancé.. 


Police Evidence. 


Evidence tn support of the case for 
the Polfco was first given by an inter- 
preter employed nt tho Detective 
Offices at Headquarters. This witness 
stated that on instructions from his 
superior officer, he visited the premises 
of the Association in China Bullding 
on February 13, for the purpose of 

urchasing © ticket on the Derby. 

e saw a mon named Lom whom he 
knew to be a member of the Asiccla- 
tion, who handed him, upon his ask- 
ing, a number of papers from which 
he was asked to select one. He chose 
one which was numbered 12584, and 
gavo Lam -ten dollars, : 

Mr. Fung, Siu-kin,- a translator 
from the Secrotarint of Chinese 
Affairs, handed in a translation. he

Caso for Crown. 


The cnse for the Crown closed with 
this evidence. 

In his case for the Crown, the 
Public Prosecutor argued that it had 
heen shown that the defendant had 
printed or published, or caused to be 
printed or published, the all-important 
document at issue.’ The question next 
arising, was whether {t was a lottery 
ticket, and what wae ao lottery ticket? 
Counsel’s answer to that question. war 
what wan a lottery? He defined the 
interpretation sect’ out in the Or. 
dinnnee, and submitted that there war 
no question “of the Swoeep-stnke or- 
ganized by the Associntion being a 
lottery—that being held by this Court 
many times before and at Home, 

They now came to the one im- 
portant issue: If the South China'r 
undertaking was a fottery and not co 
Sweepstake under the saving Section 
--the new Section 18, inserted as ar 
amendment in October Inat—then 
having regard to the particular acts 
testified to by the Police offlcers in 
evidence, was this ticket a lottery 
ticket? ; 

What was a ticket? It wns difficult 
Counsel remarked, tv define. He had 
looked up definitions on the subject 
hut these authoritios whom he had 
looked up talked nbout mont things 


except that what he really wanted to 


find. “I find that one of the charac. 
teristics of the Inw dictionary is thnt 
it tatks nbout things which you don’t 
want to find.” . 

He had to have recourse to the 
populnr definitions, and in this con- 
nexion he relied on two dictlonarics. 
The first of these, Webster’s, might be 
objected to: on-account of its being 


an American dictionary and there. 


being some bins, but the definition it 
had of “ticket” was well worth con- 
aldering: “A ticket is. a card with 
words -or. characters. on. it showing 
that the holder is entitled to somo- 
thing," The definition of the other 
dictionary had {t that “a ticket fs a 
slip bearing some evidence of the 
holder's title to some service or pri- 
vilege to which it ndmitsa him.” 
Counsel submitted that the docu- 


ment fin the case came well within the’ 


meaning of a ticket as defined under 
one or other of these two dictionarics. 
“What Iam asking your Worship to 
decide, then, Is whether this document 
on the face of it in a lottery ticket. 
Tam submitting that there la no doubt 
about its being a lottery tieket. It 
sontains a number. A lottery ticket 
must convey to you this information, 
that you are the owncr of a parti- 
cular chance, otherwise there is noth- 
ing at all. You are therein described 
as the particular owner of a parti- 
cular number. This in the one 
characteristic of a lottery ticket. It 
‘a the one thing you expect in a lot- 
tery —the only thing you expect In a 
lottery, namely _n number.” 

Counsel spoke of his own ¢x- 
Periences fn connexion with the 
uying of lottery tickcts, and coming 
to-local provisoes, sald | the Legis- 
Inture here had mado certain Regula- 
tlons embodied in the new Section 18,

THE GOVERNMENTS 
DELUSION. 


The Colonial Secretary’s warning 
that the Government is contemplat- 
ing « further increase in the Ashea- 
aed Taxes emphasises, in ita terms, 
how completely out of touch are our 
administrators with rooted public 
opinion, Tho suggestion that the 
community has been In a aptrit of 
resignation expecting the threaten- 
ed inerense would bo comic, if it 
were not ao utterly. ridiculous. To 
a non-official mind it must de 
obvious that the community, having 
suffered in silenco an Increase of 
twenty-five per cent, two months 
ayo, might, with excuse, have been 
proceeding in the happy delusion 
that the Assessment Tax would be 
left alone for some considerable 
time to come. It might even be 
sugested that fathoming the Gov- 
ernment’s mind on matters of this 
kind offers greater difficulties than 
are to be met with In estimating 
the strength of, public opinfon, The 
Government's failure. in this par- 
ticular direction is , lamentable, 
though it is plain that were the 
community allowed to voice their 
views effectively, the Colonial Sec. 
retary’s hopelessly wide shot in the 
dark would have been impossible, 
The explanation is clear enough. 
The, community, knowa very well 
that the Government, in the finan- 
cial field, is a law unto itself. It 
knows perfectly well that the Goy- 
ernment will always proceed aa ft 
thinks fit, oblivious to protests, 
The elassic example of this proce- 
dure wns the udoption of the re 
commendations of the Salaries Com. 
mission at a time when the finan- 
celal erigis should have ‘been fore- 
xeon. We can juat imagine tho 
sitmosphere in the Colonial Office in 
November when faced by a request 
for the reduction of Civil Sorviints’ 
salaries, six months after heavy 
all-round . increases had | been ‘ap- 
proved. The public: occasionally 
ventures a mild protest, but. {t. is 


never sustained, “That is the fault 


of the. system, “It certafaly ... does 


not justify. the Government in iy. 


torpreting this apparent apathy ‘os 
a “splrit of resignation” to increas- 
ed tuxation. Resignation. to the 
Government doing as they ploase, if 
you like, but not resignation to 
heavier tax commitments. It is a 
distinction with a very {mportant 
difference. ‘ : 
‘Perhaps, the Colonial Secretary's 
error of judgment will etir the 
public to a cloar expression of dis- 
agreement. They will eventually 
pay very doarly [f no such effort is 
made to bring home to the Govern- 


Colony fs lightly, taxed, but - such 
on opinion ignores a vary important 
index: éf the amoant of taxation a 
community can atond, the cost of 
living. Unfortunately, Sir Willlam 
Peel- comes to Hongkong from o& 
Colony which hns‘had the reputa- 
tion of being the most expansive 
pluce fn tho world in which to live, 
Singapore. Perhaps, _ therefore, 
the cost of living factor has no 
direct ‘appeal. it has to be noted,

Jaion of that unenviable distinction 


The burden on the bulk of the com- 
munity fs already approrching the 
limit of what it can bear, and tha 
wirnings against imposing too 
grcat o strain are as plain as they 
can be. Present arrangements 
permit the Government. a, reduction 
of $400,000 upon the deficit estimat. 
ed when the Budget was approved, 
that is accepting the Government's 
very conservative estimate of the 
probable receipts from the increas- 
ed liquor and tobacco duties, These 
arrangements are being effected at 
a cost to the Civil Servant and tho 
tax-payer of something in the re 
gion of thirty-seven Jakhs. It accms 
enough on a __ business-wrecked 
Colony, if our opinion is auked. 


Profiteering. 


The question of what constitutes 
profiteering is always a debateuble 
point. The Hon. Mr. Braga ruined 
the iasue at yesterday's Council 
meeting, when he uttered a com- 
plaint at the action of certain 
atorckcepers’ in anticipating the 
revised duties on liquor and 
tobacco by putting up prices. To 
the extent that.this was done, the 
practice ix to be condemned. There 
can be no justification of Buch 
action, When we come to the point 
ua to whether a dealer should sell 
stocks bought before the imposition 
of. the new duties on the old rate, 
other considerations have to be 
taken into account, The sume fa 
true of any commodity which. may 
have been bought at a higher rate 
of exchange thin that now pre- 
vailing. The seller's attitude in 
many cages is that he haa a right 
to charge the roplacement cost of 
the article, This is considered 
sound business economics. All 
dealers do not work on that ptin- 
ciple, admittedly... Many are cone, 
tent with a rensonable profit on 
buying costa, even though that pro- 
fit be less than they would secure 
if they charged replacement cost. 
Those who act on this principle 
no doubt secure a bigger sharg of 
business thon firms which insist 
on higher rates. Opinions, may 
differ us to what constitutes a 
reasonable profit, but we fear that 
anything in-the nature of Govern- 
ment interference would have un- 
desirable renctions in other ways. 
In‘ saying xo, much, we have no 
love for the rank profiteer, who 
deserves to lose patronage and in 
the long run probably docs. But the 
less Government Interference with 
the flow of trade, the better. Unly 
nao last resort should it be sought.

There .is parallel 
cuse in the much larger city of 
Liverpoo] where the Corporation 
is reported to have lost £80,000 
on the operation of its motor- 
buses Inat year, The following 
extract from the Tramway and 
Railway World of November Ist 
is an interesting commentary on 
the position: 

“Sir Thoman White declared that 
the tramways manager had not 
advocated the purchase of omnibunes, 
which certaln spenkers had con- 
demned; he had been overridden. It 
could not be too strongly insisted 
that omnibuser could never be made 
to pay while tramways were run at 
the prernent low fares, and no one 
had the temerity to propose an tn- 
ereane in tramway fares. 

“In the course of a long discussion, 
Mr. FL -C.: Wilson, chairman of the 
Tramways Committee, quoted figures 
showing that omnibus fares in 
Liverpool were lower than in Mersey- 
aldo and other boroughs and yet thore 


-boroughs could not make their omni- 


husean’ pay. Omnibuaecs, when run 
against tramways, would always be 
run at a loss, Mr, Wilson elted a list 
of charges that had to be set against 
the revenue from omnibuaes and con- 
cluded with an allusion to thone bus 
engineers who are trying to ‘kid us” 
that they can run buses. at n profit.”

ficit could not be avoided on the 
Kaj Tack system while the dollar 
remains anywhere near its pre- 
sent level and while the prevailing 
competition continues.

nnd the action tnken a week ago 
in connéxion with . duties on 
aleohol and tobacco can hardly 
hive come a8 a surprise. The 
action then taken by Your Excel- 
Jency by and with the advice of 
Executive Council now necds- con- 
firmation: but before 1 put the 
Resolution’ formally, some cx- 
planation is necessary.” - 


The Eatimntes for 1931 as sp- 
proved by the Legislative Council 
showed a deficit of $2,299,000, the 
dollar throughoat being calcula- 
ted at 1/4d. The sterling com- 
mitments of the Government. for 
1931 amount to £677,000, and the 
dollar at an average of 1/- 
throughout the year will mean 
that a further $3,388,000 must be 
added.to the deficit—making a 
totnl deficit of $5,687,000. The 
mothod of. paying Government 
anlaricg ono half at 1/6d. and one 
half nt the current rate {is calcu- 
lated to reduce this figure to 
$4,200,000: and an effort is being 
made to economise still further 
by the exclusion or postponement 
of approved items of expenditure, 
to result it is hoped in a saving 
of a furthor $1,000,000.

tain conditions, of which the most im- 
portant were in respect of the: 
allocation of not less than 80 por cent 
of tho total subscription as prizes, 
and in respect of tha allocation of 
chances only to members or su- 
seribers. Such regulations, of course, 
‘did not prevent them from ‘printing 
or publishing tickets—these only sald 
they could not sell tickota. 


Hoe nubmitted that it was a ticket 
that had been sold to the Police Inter- 
preter In the circumatanccs detailed. 
“Tam asking your Worship,” con 
eluded “Counsel, “to say that, this 
document comes well within the law. 
It is with regard to a lottery, and it 
fn a-ticket. And the Individual whose 
namo appears on it fs one of those 
people who had printed or published 
{t or cnused to bo printed or publish- 
ed. Iam asking you on that account 
to convict irrespective of the other 
count.” 


Mr. Lo'h Address. 


Mr, Lo: In order to anvo time, I 
winh to address your Worship not 
only on this legal point na to whether 
or no it in a ticket, but also on the 
aurrounding circumstances in order 
that your Worship will, as I hope, 
take a certain view of this matter. 

Mr, Lo proceeded to detail the his- 
tory and growth of the South China 
Athletic Aasoclation from the time of 
its inception in 1917, with a member- 
ship of 166, to the end of Inst year, 
when {its membership had increased 
to over 4,400 and its subscription fees 
te nearly $40,000, He act out the 
multifarious forms of sport in which 
its members engaged, not overlooking 
the charitable side as expressed by ita 
maintenance of o number of free 
vernacular schools. 

Tho Axsocintion of which ho had 
the honour to be a Prosident, and of 
which the three Chinese members on 
the Legislative Council were honorary 
Presidents, so far from wanting or 
wishing to do anything agninat the 
Inws of the Colony, had throughout 
ntl those years, tried in every way 
to meet with all uMecial regulations, 
“ft 4s only right that I should be 
acknowledging the bix debt of oblign- 
tion which the “Association owes to 
the authorities for their every sym. 
pathetic attitude towards — this 
Associntion, In this ense, To say that 
thia sympathetic attitude has been 
undoubtedly oo mnintained, Bat as 
your Worship may or may not know, 
there wan one or two prosecutions last 
year against Clubs—some of them 
charitable Clubs—for running lot- 
terics; and in spite of the fact that 
the Association Itsclf has in fact been 
running Sweeps for many years, 78 
your Worship knows, in August last, 
the Executive Committee found it 
necessnry to meet and solemnly dis- 
cuss the matter.” : 

Mr. Lo went on to relate what 
ensued, when'in their desire to na- 
certain exnetly tho requirements of 
the authorities, the Committee through 
Mr. Lo as their President and legal 
adviser, approached the Police au- 
thoritics. A letter wan addressed by 
Mr. Lo to the Deputy Inspector Gen- 
eral of Police to which Mr, King very 
courteously sent a reply enclosing o 
copy of the latest regulations issued 
by the Polleo Department, which re- 
guiations were practically reproduced 
in the amendment (eectlon 18) sub- 
sequently inserted in the Gambling 
Ordinance in the following October. 

Whereas, said Mr. Lo, in the olden 
anys all these Pollee Regulations 
issued were, as Mr. Fitzroy or Mr. 
King would agree, merely to be in- 
timations by a responsible Depart- 
ment that if you complied with cer- 
tain insatructiona they will not inter.
